stantinople Monday was renewed again 
last night. Loflss c-liased and attacked 
with liludgctms every Armenian they met 
in the streets of tlie Stainboui quarter of 
the city. Fifty of the Armenians were 
killed during Itst night. 


The Loftas also attacked a retreat of 


the Armenians, killing every Armenian 
found there, twenty in all. The fugitive 
Armenians are taking refuge in the 
churches or fleeing from the city. 


The conduct of the Armenians in goirg 


armed to take part in the demonstration 
in front of the palate gates Monday 
night is generally continued,and no doubt 
is now entertained, BO the Turkish author 
Hies claim, that the rioting originated in 
an organized movement on the part of 
the Armenian revolutionary committee. 
The revolvers and. knives taken f.om the 
dead or living^Armcnians by the police 
are all of the same pattern.

Mr. Hougiilon was hccn and informed 


ol'thr action ol the justices of the court 
and the county commissioners and said 
tliat he would inak« the necessary altera- 
tions in the building and sell H complete 
for the sum of<SO,<JOO, if the people de- 
bircd to purchase it. He directed -Mr. II. 
jSeill Wilson, the architect, to prepare 
plans for such alterations which were 
made ready and shown to the Finance 
committee. 


The committee after investigation and 


discussion decided that it would be mi 
wise to enter into a joint ownership of a 
municipal building with the county, if 
legislathe consent could bi; obtained, but 
unanimously recommended to the annual 
town meeting that the town purchase the 
property of Mr. lloughton after the alter- 
ations had been made according to Mr. 
Wilson'splars for the price named. 


The alterations and repairs have been 


made. The county commissioners have 
leased the lower part of the new part of 
the building of Mr. Houghton for the 
term of ten years at an annual rental of 
J900. The finance committee again con- 
sidered the matter September 30, Mr. 
Houghton not being present, and after 
discussion it was unanimously voted to re- 
new the recommendation made to the 
annual meeting and request the Select- 
men to cail a special meeting to see 
whether 
the inhabitants of the town 


would vote to purchase the property. 


The old town office is now rented to the 


town for five years with the privilege of 
Sve more at a rental of $650 per year and 
a remission of the taxes on that part of 
the building. This with tho rental of the 
lower floor of the new part makes tha 
present rental, not including any rental 
for the upper floor of tha new part, of 


I ?1,550 per year. The town can probably 


borrow the money at 3.1 per cent., making 
the annual interest charge $1,050, leavfng 
the town a surplus of five hundred dollars 
per year and the use of the whole upper 
floor oT the new part of the building for 
municipal purposes free of expense. 


Or to put the matter differently, the 


town would have to pay at least $1000 for 
the accommodations that have been pre- 
pared on the upper floor of the building. 
'I his would make the total rental of the 
building S2450, deducting interest ?!050, 
there would remain a surplus each year of 
J1400. This amount put at interest annu- 
ally in a tew years would pay the entire 
cost of the building or in ten yeais would 
more than halt pay for its cobt. 


The present building is centrally locat- 


ed, well built, wired and linod for elec- 
tricity and gas, lic-utcd by hot water and 
is now admirably adapted for municipal 
purposes.

larger and more expensive city hall 
there is every reason to believe that 
the property could be sold for ns much or 
more than it cost. 
The committee there- 


fore unanimously decided, with the ex- 
ception of Me-'irs.

it would be wise, prudent and for the best 
interest of the town to purchase the pro- 
erty for the sum named subject .to the 
lease made to the county and so rccom- 
mciidcd.

fn it small tenement in Miller's lane oft' 


Union btrcet a Berkshire centenarian 
passed away yesterday afternoon ut 'J 
o'clock. The little house is occupied by 
the family of William Maxwell and tho 
old man who died was Ebenezer Francis 
Thayer, aged lOi. 


Like to most men of his great, age and 


his station in life little is known of his 
early days. It is believed he was born in 
JVest Stockbridge and spent most of his 
day» iu this country. 
He was illiterate 


and never attained a higher rank in the 
world's pursuits, than the one of laborer. 
There was nothing to his long life to 
characterize it unless its length. Away 
down it he enlisted nt Or<'ut Barrington 
in the 31st Massachusetts and sen ed with 
an honor equal to that ofany soldier and 
had it not been the pension he received 
for

old 
age. 
He was 
without 


home or kindred, save a brother Gilbert, 
whose home is in Vermont and whose 
life has bli'ctchcd to the border of the 
century period. He ha<i no friends ex- 
cept those in whose family circle lie lived 
and his welcome there was caused by 
early acquaintance only. He. had Hvod in 
this town but two years and came Here 
from Uupsell \vhcrc he had spent thirty 
years of his life with Archibald Ciiirnorr-, 
a brother of tho woman who cared for 
him in his dying days. 
His parents 


have long since passed over to where ho 
has followed and those of ripe age who 
remember him since their youth have no 
other memory of him than the old man 
who was teased by the dogs. 


Mr. Thayer enjoyed re:uarkablc health 


until about two years ago, the time of his 
coming to this town. When he began In 
show infirmity and became H, burden to 
those who cared for him. His mind be' 
came weakened as well as his body and he 
would wander from his home. Once he 
wandered away and for two days gave his 
friends an anxious search. His disposi- 
tion showed the slow dissolution and very 
seldom he gave a pleasant answer to any 
questioner. His power of memory rapidly 
departed and he became little more than 
a live house of bones bound together with 
a parched and yellow skin. 


Tfae funeral occurred this afternoon and 


the body was interred in the soldiers 
mound.

It took hard work to save a house 
standing on the cast side of the road 
opposite the barns, which is occupied by 
Jews. 


The large barn was 100x33 feet and the 


othc-r two were 85x30 and 20xi',0 respect- 
ively. All were filled with hay and the 
total amount is estimated at 100 toils. 
Besides the hay about flfty bushels of 
apples were burned and $300 worth of 
furniture owned by Mrs. J. C. .Burnett, 
which was stored in one of the barns. 
There was no insurance on the furniture. 


Mr. Haskir.s estimates his loss at $fi,UOO. 


The insurance is about f 4,000. The cause 
of tho lire is not known, but it is supposed 
to have been started by a tramp or an in- 
cendiary. 


This is the third large fire to occur in 


that iramedintc neighborhood within 
three ycare,and all in the month of Octo- 
ber. The first was Oscar D. Cook's lirge 
barn, which was burned three years ago, 
and a year la tor A. O. Hodge's barn was 
burned.

THAT EXTRA APPROPRIATION. 
THE EDITOR'S SHEARS. 


Yesterday the people of this town were 


unpleasantly surprised to learn that the 
prudential committee were about to ask 
for another appropriation for tbe com- 
pletion of the new reservoir at the Notch, 
and now learn that the sum to be bor- 
rowed is to be $10,000 or less. It is no 
•wonder that this news was unpleasant 
news, when the present size of the town's 
debt is to b« considered, and tho fact is 
recalled that the town's borrowing limit 
is nearly reached. 


The reasons given for the increased out- 


lay over first calculations is tbat the dam 
it being better built than was first cal- 
culated, and that unavoidable natural dif- 
ficultiwhave arisen that could not be fore- 
Men. 
These reasons are undoubtedly 


•valid. But it would hardly seem that the 
tost of quick-sand's troubling or puddling 
has made a possible expense of 340,000 
owr first estimates. And as for the dams 
being built- better than at first calculated 
it is very unfortunate tha t the character of 
tbe dam building wafe 
not definitely 


eletermined in the first place and the right 
amount of proposed expenee given to 
the voters of this town when the money 
•was appropriated. The people of North 
Adams wHl not question the intregrity 
»nd well-meaning of every member of the 
Prudential committee. 
The confidence 


the people have in the absolute honesty 
of those officials is very fortunate at this 
tame when criticism wili be rampant and, 
perhaps, harsh. 


Before tbe new appropriation is voted 


for it would seem that the citizens of this 
town ought to be satisfied of the exact 
amounts ot the unfortoen extra expense 
already incurred, how it has been incurred 
in detail, and how well the men ia charge 
at ibe Notch are performing their duty of 
getting a dollar's worth of labor or mate- 
rial for every dollar expended. This 
would seem to be only in justice to the 
prudential committee as well as to the 
taxpayers.

The improvements on the Brown and 


Weber tract at Braytonville.or West End.

Brooklyn Will Be;Be£t All-Around 


Fighting Ship In the World. 


Cruiser New York Will Be 


Eclipsed by New Boat. 


Successful 
Launching From the Cramps' 


Shipyard at Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 3 — The United 


States armored tfwiser Brooklyn was 
launched Cram Cramps' shipyard at 1:07 
o'clock yesterday afternoon with the usual 
accompaniment of the noise furnished by 
shrieking steam 'whistles and the cheers 
of at least 15,000 spectators. 


It WAS exactly 1:07'o'clock when the 


array of workers knocked the last shores 
from the cradle oE thd vessel, and she 
slowly begun her first voyage. It was 
then (bat Miss Ida May Schierin, daugh- 
ter of the city of 
Brooklyn's mayor, 


grasped the bottle of American cham- 
pagne, wrapped in the Stars mul Stripes, 
and, crashing it upon 'the big cru.ser s 
bow. exclaimed in a Inud and firm tone. 
"I christen thee Brooklyn " 


Then the vessel sped down the greased 


ways as lightly and gracefully as a swan, 
while everything fur imles around pos- 
sessed of the gift of sound paid her tribute 
The shrieking of Iho •Whistles of the blp 
shipbuilding works and the numerous 
craft which dotted the river mingled with 
the roar of the multitude of humanity 
which filled every inch of space within the 
range of \ision. 


Jloautiine the newest marvel of marina 


architecture hail plunged into the waters 
of the Delaware, while her rapidly low 
ered .inchors brought her to a halt in thu 
middle of the stream. It -was one of tho 
prettiest launches ever made at the ship- 
yard—the cradle of the new navy. 


The launch was crowned with conspicu-
